Additionally, the Examiner rejected claim 3 under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cauthen in view of US 5,860,973 to 
Michelson; rejected claim 24 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cauthen in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,190,414 to Young; rejected claims 20, 23, 32-36, 
40, 41-43 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cauthen in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,210,412 to Michelson; rejected claim 31 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cauthen in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,876,457 to Picha; rejected claim 
38 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cauthen in view of U.S.
